A CHANGE NEEDED. 

It is becoming only too apparent to even the most casual observer 
of the trend of intercollegiate athletics, that drastic and immediate 
measures are imperative if the game of Canadian Rugby is to he saved 
from the fate that has overtaken the essentially Canadian pastime of 
lacrosse. From the point' of vic\v"of the spectator, recent exhibitions 
of the game as it is played under Canadian rules have been increasing- 
ly disappointing, l ie has been treated to a series of massed formations, 
the ball us.ttally buried under a crowd of struggling figures, continual 
delays due to temporary disabilities to the participants, long runs 
infrequent and open play a rarity. To the onlooker, interest in the 
contest is essentially personal ; to a stranger it is difficult to perceive 
•where there would enter any concern over the result, other than that 
he might hold in the outcome of a trial between two opposing parties 
as to the amount of punishment that could be assimilated by each. 

A statement of the alterations in the code governing the present 
game of Canadian Rugby that might assist the sport, would have its 
place elsewhere than here. Suffice it to say that a change bringing 
about more open play, a consequent improvement from the standpoint 
of the man on the side-lines and less danger of injury to the individual 
player, would be met with acclaim not only at McGill, but in any other 
part of Canada in which the game is followed.

-'Jy/must be attempted in a column similar to this Editorial Column 
the McGill Daily, is very apt to disregard the current trend of uni- 
ersity ideas upon questions of passing concern. Jt avoiiUI be impos- 
sible to adhere strictly to any one set of sentiments and- at the same 
time lake an equivelant notice of the minor divergencies of student 
convictions. It would be beyond the capability of one individual, or 
group of individuals, to represent the latter, as it would be beyond the 
scope of any one such column to record them. 

For a journal to aim at an achievement, as that mentioned above, 
would be too ambitious. To provide the means foiv.thc expression of 
the separate judgments of the individual undergraduate is the most 
that can be expected of any college journal. Individual opinions can- 
not be put forth in an embodiment of the whole; they must seek in- 
dividual expression. The McGill Daily has made ample provision for 
effective voicing of single, distinctive tendencies. We- have a Corres- 
pondence Column, in which we are always willing to print all letters' 
received complying with the conditions placed at the head of the 
column.

RESULTS. 

(The Purdue Exponent) 
After spending three years in the 
university, a senior begins to wonder 
what benefits he has received from 
his- course aside from the technical 
knowledge necessary to follow his 
profession. Being surrounded by, con- 
genial associates adds a polish and a 
fineness of manner the value of which 
is inestimable, but an anlaysis of the 
three years' work shows the result 
that should be most highly prized is 
■ the character building and training 
which proceeds step by step with the 
advaiices in the classroom. 

The years spent at the university 
tend to draw out the natural talents 
of the student, because in the varied 
curriculum offered he will find some 
subjects that have a stronger appeal 
and which will give him opportunity 
to develop and to specialize in a par- 
ticular work. In the pcrparatory 
years the student is compelled to fol- 
low the leadership of an older, cx- 
v perienced person, and in a small meas- 
ure this is true in college, but for 
the average mrtn or woman, a uni- 
versity course of four years points 
the way to a specialty in which the 
natural tendencies of the individual 
will have the greatest field . for ac- 
tion and development. The student 
"finds" himself, gets a new estimate 
of his own powers, and a stronger 
degree of self-reliance. 

In order to stay in the University, a 
man must measure up to the stand- 



ard 'set, and his continual struggle 
to attain and surpass this mark is a 
process of character building. The 
consistent accomplishment of work 
well done produces confidence, sta- 
bility, and shows him to be dependa- 
ble. He is introduced, in a measure, 
to work; and in the same maimer, is 
given a taste of its rewards.' ' The 
purpose of the University is to pre 
pare rii'cii for the battles of life, and 
the nearer a man gets to the end of 
his conrsc, and to the ! big "Com- 
mencement" in the world, the more 
he realizes the necessity of a string- 
ent course of study such as has just 
passed through.

Syracuse, N.Y.— Word has been re- 
ceived by Coach Laurie Cox, of the 
Orange lacrosse forces, to the effect that 
the schedule to be played on Syracuse's 
1922 invasion ,of the British Isles" is 
rapidly ncaring completion The Ox- 
ford-Cambridge authorities in charge of 
arrangements have announced that six 
games have been booked and more are 
likely to be added 

Some difficulty is being had in book- 
ing games in England due to the time 
that the Orange squad will make the 
trip, which will be late in June when 
most of the athletic clubs and schools 
in England have dropped lacrosse and 
arc devoting their time to cricket. 
Therefore the schedule will be shorter 
than that of the Oxford-Cambridge team 
when they came to this country early 
last spring, At that time the lacrosse 
season here wa at its height. 

It was at first hoped that the Ameri- 
can team could make the trip at Easter 
time but this was found to be impossible 
owing to the interference of studies This 
plan would also interfere with the re- 
gular schedule of games to be played 
among the colleges in the spring, and 
Syracuse with a veteran aggregation to 
put on the field has hopes of again claim- 
ing the championship A trip to Eng- 
land at Easter time would necessitate 
the withdrawal of the Orange team from 
the northern division of the Intercol- 
legiate League. 

With the foreign trip in view, the 
spring schedule this year will probably 
be kept down to about eight or nine 
games. Manager Folsom is already 
at work arranging suitable dates with the 
various managements. Four league 
games will be played as usual with Cor- 
nell, Hohart, Yale and Harvard. The 
latter two teams will be met on the 
Syracuse field this season. The remain- 
ing games of the schedule will n 0 doubt

The Warn- 
er machine was without the services of 
Captain Holleran, who sat on the side 
lines with Tommy Davies, last year's 
captain, who was scouting for Pennsyl- 
vania and at the same time urging his 
pld teammates , to victory, 

Pitt lost a golden opportunity to score 
in the first period, when a scries of line 
smashes carried the pigskin to the Moun- 
taineers' 25-yard line, but lost the ball 
on downs. However, Murdoch block- 
ed Martin's punt and a Pitt man fell 
on the ball on West Virginia's 25-yard 
line Anderson carried it through right 
tackle for 8 yards more, but on the next 
play Gwosdcn fumbled and Martin liounc- 
cd on the ball It was in the possession 
of the Mountaineers as the period end 
ed. 

At the start of play in the Sîcond 
period, the Panthers threw Martin for 
a loss of 8 yards, Johnson recovering 
the subsequent punt on Pitt's ten-yard 
line After three tries for a gain had 
failed, Johnson kicked out, but Meredith 
blocked the kick and Martin grabbed 
the ball and ran 30 yards for a touch- 
down The try for a point failed and 
although Pitt outplayed the visitors dur- 
ing the remainder of the period, they 
were unable to get the ball any where 
near their goal line, and the first half 
ended with the Mountaineers on the 
long end of a 6 to 0 score. 

The Panthers braced materially when 
they started the second half with Col- 
onna and Anderson hitting the line for 
8 to 10 yard gains, only to lose the ball 
on misplaced signals or on a failure at 
forward passing After Mahrt had 
made a brilliant run of 23 yard sthrough 
the centre of the line, the Panthers held 
and secured the ball. on downs, after 
which they began a march down the field 
to the W Va., goal line. Colonna's 
fumble on the 23-yard line just before 
the whistle blew gave the Mountaineers 
the ball with Pitt unable to get into the 
scoring zone. 

As the last period began Martin punt- 
ed but for W.' Va., Shula taking the 
kick and eluding the whole line for a 45- 
yard run to W. Va.'s 3-yard line. Three 
centre line smashes by Colonua carried 
the ball over for a touchdown, but as the 
tr yfor point failed the score was left 
«t 6—6. 

The most thrilling moment of the 
game came a little later, when a suc- 
cession of forward passes from Martin to 
Graham put the ball on Pitt's 3-yard 
line, but four tries failed to budge the 
Panther line and they secured the ball 
on downs However, the joy of the 
Blue and Gold students was shortlived, 
for just a moment before the whistle 
blew Halfback Mahrt, who had played 
a wonderful game .booted the pigskin 
over the goal posts from the 38-yard 
line for the field goal that won the game 
for his team.

the line. 

The second touchdown was made on 
the first play in the last quarter, but 
before the teams changed sides, Rouil- 
lard, who had been sent in fresh, broke 
loose around the Bowdoin left flank 
and would probably have scored had 
not Gchrkc bumped into him. As it 
was, Rouillard reached the opponent's 
16-yard line. After two plays Har- 
vard here had some real good fortune, 
as Gherke fumbled, only to have Lee, 
substitute quarterback, pick up the ball 
and then race across the field. He 
was stopped only a yard or so from the 
goal, and, when the acms changed 
sides of the field, Rouillard at once 
scored on a line plunge. 

Harvard did not look very classy. 
The team was sent in to play a kick- 
ing game until it had its chance to 
score, and the boys went through with 
the instructions, Gherke, Fitts and 
Churchill all did some fine punting; 
the best of the season, in fact, for the 
Harvard kickers, 

The team from Brunswick, Me., was 
well coached and tackled desperately, 
but showed little that could bother the 
Crimson in the way of an attack. 
Phillips and C. Hildreth played bril- 
liantly all through the first three per- 
iods. 

The visitors made only two first 
dowiijduring the engagement, both of 
thçse on its . side of the field. The 
nearest they came to scoring was at 
the very beginning of the second 
quarter when Gehrke's kick from be- 
hind the Harvard goal line was re- 
ceived on Bowdoin's forty-five yard 
line.

For the first three-quarters of the g£unc

Three times Harlow's men were in 
position tc score and as many times 
Quarterback Sanford called for a for- 
ward pass which put the seal of doom 
on Colgate's chances.

Again in the second quarter, after 
puncturing the Tiger forward wall for 
fifteen yards, following Leonard's re- 
covery of a Princeton fumble, Sanford 
called for another forward pass which 
resulted in Cleaves's long sprint througli 
a broken field for Princeton's touch- 
down. The final instance came in the 
third quarter when the Maroon had the 
ball on Princeton's three-yard line. The 
Colgate quarterback called for another 
pass with two yards to gain on the fourth 
down, and the ball went over to the Tig- 
ers when the pass was grounded 

Cleaves's run will go down in Prince- 
ton annals as one of the best bits of 
individual footwork ever seen in Palme 
Stadium and alongside his name will 
go down the names of most of the inem 
ber so the Tiger team whose mighty 
interfering feats made the touchdown 
possible and perhaps saved Princeton 
from defeat. 

With the ball on Colgate's 25-yard line 
Leonard, Colgate's rangy right guard, 
recovered a Princeton fumble and dashed 
twenty yards before he was brought to 
earth by Gorman and Cleaves. The Col 
gate backs, by crashing through the 
Tiger line, made three more downs and 
to the Princeton rooters it looked as if 
nothing could stop their advance toward 
the Orange and Black goal posts, 

The Tiger forwards stiffened and San 
ford dropped back for a forward pass, 
Lcapir.g into the air, Cleaves snatched 
the ball from the outstretched arms of 
a Colgate back on his own 30-yard line 
and started down the centre of the field, 
sidestepping several would-be tackier.:. It 
s«mcd icrtain that someone wou! 1 brinj; 
him down, but suddenly he veered to thé 
left and, with the aid of the teammate 
who formed a protecting wall ahead of 
him, dashed down the side lines toward 
the goal. Sanford, the last man 
reach out after him, was' nailed by two 
Tiger forwards and Cleaves sped the re 
mainder of the way unmolested, falling 
across the line. 

Princeton added another point when 
Smith scnl a drop kick 
tween the uprights. 

That run, coming at a time when the 
odds were all in favor of the Maroon, 
doubtless soved the day for it gave new 
life to the tiring Tiger linesmen, who 
braced and held their rivals on even 
terms thereafter. 

Smith's field goal was registered from 
the 20-yard line, after Colgate had 
hauled in Snively's long toss which cov- 
ered forty-five yards and gave Princeton 
a net gain of twenty-eight yards. 

Princeton was outplayed and out-rush- 
ed. The only department of the game 
in which the men from Old Nassau ex- 
celled were in punting, Cleaves having 
several yards the better of Sanford in 
the kicking end and in handling punts. 
On repeated occasions in the opening 
stages of the battle, Colgate fumbled 
Cleaves's kicks and after that Sanford 
and his mates showed a keen indisposi- 
tion to handle the Tigers' punts at all, 
allowing the ball to drop to the ground. 

On two of these occasions, the oval 
rolled inside the Colgate five-yard line, 
necessitating a punt from behind the 
Maroon goal line. Once a Tiger for- 
ward blocked the kick but the ball was 
recovered by Mason, Colgate's full- 
back, on his own ten-yard line. 

In the first half, Colgate completely 
outrushed the Tigers, gaining a total of 
ninety-two yards to Princeton's fifteen, 
and in the second half the margin was 
almost as great, Colgate gaining eighty- 
nine yards to Princeton's twenty-one.

If the student is to remain in college 
for any length of time he must elect 
the first of the three occupations No 
matter what his other interests may be, 
studies determine whethe ror not he stays 
in college No matter how influential 
he is, or how popular he is, the first 
occupation is a requisite 

After he has discovered that class 
room work is first in importance he will 
have to decide which of the other two 
he is interested in He has time for 
but two If he tries to carry on hi: 
studies and take part in student activities 
he will find that he has little time to 
loaf But if his inclinations lead him 
to waste a great deal of time even if 
he does maintain passing grades he will 
be doing little in activities. - 

The college student who has a well bal- 
anced programme has just the right 
amount of outside work Activities arc 
beneficial even if only for the reason that 
they provide an occupation for spare 
time and for recreation. Two of the 
three occupations are usually inevitable 
and if activities arc left out there may 
be time to loaf. 

To spend all the time cither in study 
or in activities is almost as bad as not to 
specialize 0 n anything. The student 
who is popularly known as a grind may 
be accumulating facts which go to make 
up an education but he may be also neg- 
lecting to learn how to apply those facts. 

As serious is the condition of the stu- 
dent who neglects classes and forgets 
study for activities Studies should pre- 
dominate, and the man or woman who 
orgets the real purpose of college will 
come to realize the mistake-, in later 
years 

On nearly every campus are found ex- 
amples of those who specialize in any one 
of the three occupations At the be- 
ginning of the freshman year is the time 
when habits of study and of college life 
are formed. That is the time when the 
decision should be made Choose the 
first two.— Oregon Daily Emerald.

This is one of several 
methods we are using in selecting thd 
right men for the eleven. Of course, 
before the next practice each player 
gains back most of his original weight 
and sometimes- more."

NEW REGULATIONS 

To be More Difficult to Enter 
Toronto University 



GLEE CLUB HOLDS 
ANOTHER_PRACTIGE 

New Men Show Both Talent 
and Enthusiasm 



The following article .appeared in the 
Varsity, the University of Toronto's of- 
ficial newspaper publication. The article 
deals with a subject in which all McGill 
students arc interested: 

"The recent rise in requirements for 
entrance to the University has been the 
subject of much discussion and as a re- 
sult 'The Varsity' decided to look into 
the question and to discover the wisdom 
of such a move and the results likely to 
follow. 

"In order to make a fair decision on 
this matter one. must first clearly under- 
stand just what new entrance require- 
ments have been enforced. There has 
been much misunderstandjns about this, 
hi the Faculty of Arts, for c'xam'.ilo; 
t\.t only new requirement, is that com- 
plete junior matriculation js compulsory, 
hi previous years a veiy considerable 
number were allowed to enter first year 
with one and not infrequently with two 
stars. This leniency has been discon- 
tinued. So far, however, this is the 
only new requirement in the Faculty 
1 of Arts. It is true that other more 
stringent regulations, such as honor ma- 
triculation in some subject's, arc planned 
for the future, but as yet these have 
not been enforced. 

In the FacuKty of McdScitie the entrance 
regulations have been increased to à 
greater <lcgrce, and as a result the effect 
upon registration is naore pronounced. 
Senior matriculation is now compulsory 
and this regulation follows closely upon 
the lengthening" of the course from S 
to (. years. 

For uitrance into both Dentistry and 
S.P.S., Senior matriculation is now re- 
quired and* at present these classes have 
fewer students in the freshmen class 
t|ian has been the case for many years. 

From the office of the registrar oi 
University College ponies the informa- 
tion that 379 students have already regis- 
tered in first year. 'The Varsity' was 
urthcr informed that it was quite cer- 
tain that the hnal total would be in ex- 
cess of 400. Last :*ssion the total for 
first year was 505. When one considers 
that the after-war rush is over and that 
times are a bit haxd, these figures do 
not seem very low. Again, the total 
number of students registered in Uni- 
versity College last year was 1,247. To 
date i tis 1,098 and is certain to go above 
1,100. 

The claim is often made that the en- 
trance requirements are far too high 
and that everyone is not given a fair 
chance to attend schools of higher educa- 
tion. Most Canadian universities are 
publicly supported and therefore their 
standards should be such as to make 
it possible for all to enjoy and profit by 
the advantages, which they offer. Some 
claim that such a condition does not ex- 
ist here at Toronto. Others strongly 
maintain that the university now is in a 
position to do the greatest ijood for the 
greatest number. 

Such a charge against the university 
system of education in the United States 
was recently made by President Hop- 
kins, of Dartmouth College. He was 
effectively answered by President Burton, 
of the University of Michigan, who 
claimed the greater number of univers 
ity trained men and women was a very 
great benefit to the country. He fur 
ther favored more stringent entrance and 
graduation requirements. 

This instance- is very similar to the 
case here. The whole question is: "Ave 
the opportunities for higher education 
such as to make it possible for only 
those of superior intellectual ability to 
attend university? 'The Varsity" ask 
ed this question to Professor McLeod 
and in addition requested him to tell what 
he thought the results would likely be. 

Speaking in reference to the. Faculty 
of Medicine he said the new entrance 
Regulations are most important, firstly lie- 
■ause they will diminish the number of 
students at least temporarily, and this 
is- very desirable because of. late years, 
Canadian universities have been turning 
out more doctors thair the country has 
need of. again," he said that the study 
of medicine, is really a post-graduate 
study and a student with only- nmior 
matriculation has been found unable to 
do full justice to the course.' In short, 
he claimed that these requirements would 
produce better doctors and he added, 
"or.c good doctor is better than ten poor 
ones." 

Professor Jeannerd, when interviewed 
stated that the new requirements will 
undoubtedly bring about à very great 
improvement in the work in the first 
year Arts. The students were better 
equipped when they entered and certainly 
OiiglK to produce better results. It 
will be remembered that each year in the 
past, from twenty to thirty per cent, of 
students in first year Arts have failed 
completely. In many cases the reason 
was uot inability but simply a lack of 
work. The cause of the other failures 
was inability to do the work. In both 
cases, however, it will be easily seen that 
the new requirement of complete junior 
matriculation is most desirable."

The answers with the occupations of 
the people asked were as follows: 

A housewife: 'If I had to choose I 
would muç|j rather be poor with educa- 
tion. It is easy to lose riches, but if you 
have education you retain it and can 
enter most any field of endeavor." 

A salesman : "Just as most of my 
friends are educated and earning a fairly 
good living, there is nothing more offen- 
sive than an uncouth rich person who 
wants you to know he is rich." 

A secretary: "I prefer education to 
riches. An educated person knows how 
to enjoy herself and appreciate life with- 
out spending a single penny Riches are 
least essential for true happiness." 

A compositor: 'Any one with sense 
would prefer education to riches because 
he could read and think intelligently and 
also mingle with people worth while. 
Riches alone give men" very little stand- 
ing." 

A hostess : 'I would choose to be poor 
with- education. Ignorant rich people 
have friends only as long as they have 
money and spend it freely. The edu- 
cated class makes worth while friends 
who last." 

These answers are remarkable only in 
that they are a n indication of the grow- 
ing belief among people in varied walks 
of life that a sound education is the only 
investment that is proof against all 
form of loss.

A year ago -i was thirty years old, 
single, enjoying good health, drawing 
a salary of $3,000 as supervising prin- 
cipals ot schools in a flourishing com- 
munity, making $500 more m my sum- 
mer vacation ol three months, saving 
practically $2,000 a year clear of all 
expenses, and occupying a position 
which ranked as high as that oi any 
prolcssional or non-prolcssional man 
in the vicinity. 1 was located in a 
modem school building, my hours of 
work were so arranged that I had 
time for recreation, my Saturdays 
were free, thus giving me time for 
personal enjoment. In addition, I 
had a fine corps of teachers under me, 
with whom 1 had very pleasant rela- 
tions, a board of education which gave 
me unlimited authority to do as I 
thought best, a student body that I 
appreciated working with, and, lastly, 
the satisfaction that I was making 
good, in my choosen profession. 

One might ask, "What more can 
a man desire?" and very reasonably 
so; and again one might ad, "You 
arc doing far better financially and 
otherwise, than the majority of men 
in these uncertain times." Neverthe- 
less, there was a question before me, 
which forced itself upon me, whenever 
I engaged in introspection. That 
question .was, "Shall I continue as I 
am now. doing, or shall I go back to 
the . state university and get my 
bachelor's degree?" 

I had gone through a public, school, 
graduated from a good high school, 
completed a two-year normal teacher's 
course, and had secured a state teach- 
er's life certificate. . My experience 
included a series of progressive steps 
in the educational field; one year. of 
rural school teaching, and several years 
as supervising principal in three differ- 
ent places. My success during these 
years had been encouraging, and 1 
had worked up from a small school to 
one which afforded me the opportunity 
to show what ability I had in educa- 
tional and civic work. 

1 thought the matter over many 
times, and it seemed as if it was an 
ever-increasing problem to give up the 
course that I was then following and 
make new plans. I finally considered 
the problem under three phases, which 
might be summed up under the fol- 
lowing questions: First, "Will the 
economic sacrifice be justified?"; 
secondly, "Will the professional gain 
be proportional to the effort?" and 
lastly the ever-present personal prob- 
lem, "Is it right to delay settling down 
in life, with a home of your own, for a 
period of ten years." 

The economic aspect was .interest- 
ing and comparatively simple. If I 
sacrificed a salary of $3,000 a year for 
two years, I could figure on a $6,000 
loss of possible earnings. - In' addi- 
tion to this, my expenses at "varsity" 
would more than counterbalance my 
expenses incurred while teaching. On 
the other side of the ledger, I had. the 
$30 monthly educational bonus from 
the State of Wisconsin given me as 
an ex-sailor in the world war, which 
would amount to $540 in two years. 
I was faced with the gamble, "Will 
this cost be overbalanced by addi 
tional remuneration when I again start 
in a new position?" It was the time- 
old qeustion, "Will it pay?" 

The professional aspect was not so 
complicated, for I simply had to con 
sider-.my increased ability, due to. more 
adequate preparation. A strengthen- 
ing of my ideals as a result of associa- 
tions with persons of great .person- 
ality and ability, and my increased 
confidence, strengthened- by my 'ac- 
quisition of a. bettor background for 
educational and local undertakings. 

Lastly, the personal equation .was 
very interesting. I was enjoying a 
happy existence, prospering to such 
a degree that I might marry (provided 
that I could find one as optimistic as 
myself, who would take the risk), and 
create a home of my own. Would it 
be wise, or prudent, rather, for mC 
to chance "single blessedness" for two 
years, caused by such a decision? 
Why should- I forego the very thing 
that I needed most — a home? 

It resolved itself under the familiar 
quotation, "To be, or not to be, that 
is the question?" I felt - that the 
economic score was clearly to my ad- 
vantage, the professional phase was 
clearly answerable only in the affirma- 
tive (assuming that the public wel- 
fare warrants better prepared educa- 
tors), and personally I felt that my 
chances of finding a better half would 
he as good as thirty-two as at thirty. 

As a result, I am located at the 
Universtiy of Wisconsin, at thirty 
years of age, my hair is a little grayer 
than it was a year ago, but. I am really 
a few years younger than I was a 
year ago. I am enjoying the same 
good health, am appreciating the many 
advantages, socially and professionally, 
that come to me. Now I can pre- 
pare myself, as a better educated man, 
to take a more active part and have 
a greater influence in the community 
in which I will reside.
